Plea of Confciexce alone will not Fuftify any 
Man. For that it is vifible there are Er- 
voncons, Confciences, which Lead men from 
their Dsty, and for which Men will be 
Sudg’d, notwithftanding that they Act ac- 
cording to their Confcsence. And therefore 
ther muft be fome other Rule than Con- 
feience. And that Rule muft be Superior to 
Confcience, becaufe Confcience will be Fudg’d 
by it. Now Iwou'd know what that Rule is? 
And if ther is one Common Rule by which 
All Men will be Sudg’d? 


(2.) Rebearfal. This is Determin’d Rom. 
11. 12. As many as have Sinned withoat Lam, 
foall alfo Perifa without Law, and as many as 
bave Sinned in the Lam, {hall be Fudged by 
the Law. When God gives Men a Lan, 
they are Oblig’d to Receive it, and to Obey 
it. It then becomes*a Rede to their Con- 
feience. So that they. Sin if they a it, 
or will not Receive’ it ; as well as if they 
Receive it, and Live not according to it. 
‘As our Bl. Saviour faid, Soh. xii. 48. He 
that Rejetteth me, and Recesrveth not my. Words, 
hath one that Fudgeth bir; the Word that 
i bave Spoken, the fame hall Fudge bim in 
the laft Day. ‘This is a Rule to all Chriftiani. 
And Confcience'is not tobe Pleaded again 
This. Confcience may Excufe an Heathen 
who never Heard of the Gofpel. But it will 
not Excufe any who ‘Reject it. Far lefs 


(1-) coma Tm have Convinced 


‘ thofe who having Received it, do afterwards 


Ridicule and. Blafpheme it. Which is the 
Cafe of the Men with whom we have to 
do. And their Yudgment will be Severe, 
if God give them not Repentance. 


(3) You have feen the Obfervator Pet- 
fit in his Paw-wawing the Holy Scriptures, that 
is, making them the Ja/piration of the Devil, 
after’ I had laid this Great Wickedne/s be- 





fore him ; but he wou'd not Repent nor A- 
mend, but Harden’d himfelf, and went on, 
Repeating the fame $e (as he thoughtit) 
over and over again, after all my Reprocfs. 
And when it was fully Prov’d upen him, 
even paft the Pojfibility of his Denying it, 
That it was the Holy Scriptures which he 
had Ridical’d and Blafphem’d, calling them

Sacred Oracles, which he Efteems as Wither'd 
Branches! And Appealing to which he Hor- 
ridly Calls Paw-wawing ! 


(4.) He woud have Receiv’d a due Re- 
ward for this in Turkey, not to Name any 
Chriftian Country |! Whether fuch an Achan 
in our Camp is more likely to Excreafe or 
put a Stop to our Swecceffes, | leave to others 
to Reflect upon, for it lies not at. my Door.

(6.) He foms up the Strength of his 
‘Argument in his Chap. 4. §- 39. Pp. 1§t- 
And fays thus, One grand Canfe of Miftake 
in this Matter is, not confidering when God Atts 
as Governor of the Univerfe, and when as 
Prince of a particular Nation. By this Di- 
frinktion he wou’d throw off the Authority 
of the Old-Teftament, as to all other People 
but the Jews; as being given to them only 
by Ged as particular Prince of that Na- 
t10N6. 

Country-m. | can Anfwer that my Self. 
This can Refer only to the Municipal Law 
of the Fews, as they were a Particular 
Nation. But ther are befides many other 
Laws in the Old-Teffamene which Refer to 
all Adankind. And this brought over many 
of other Nations to be Profelites to the Re- 
ligion of the ews. For who wou'd not 
be of that Religion which he believ’d was 
Infhituted by God Himfelt? 

And even as to their Atunicipal Lams; 
they muft be the beft Pattern for other 
Nations to imitate, where their Circumffances 
wou'd bear it. For God tells the Fems that 
the Nations round about them wou'd think 
them a Wife People, when they confider’d 
the Wifdom of thofe Laws He had given 
them. 


(7.) Rebearf; But wherein do you think 
this Book of the Rights do’s place the Au- 
thority which God bad over the ews? 

Country-m. Wherein? In what cou’d he 
Place it, but inthe Abfolute Dominion which 
God has over all His Creatures? This is the 
Ground of the Authority of God over All. 
His Vouchfafing to take a Particular People 
more immediatly under His own Government, 
and to give them Laws from Heaven, was 
a wonderful Coude/cention and Goodne/s in the 
Almighty, But his Authority and Right of 
Domsnion is the fame over all Creatures. 

Rehearf. Now ftand Ajfonifh’d, Country-man, 
you will fee what will Amaze you, and 
Confound any Man of Common Senfe who be- 
lieves ther is a God! This Book of the 
Rights Places the Authority and Right of 
Dominion which God had over the Jews, in 
the Original Right they had, according to 
the Law of Nature, to Choofe a King for 
themfelves, whom they pleas’d, or to have 
had none, as they Pleas’'d. °’Tis true he 
makes God offer Himfelf to them as aCan- 
didat in the Eleéion for the Crown, and 
that the Choice of the People fell upon Him,

(8.) Rebearf. Yes. He fays it was made 
at Horeb, when the Law was given. Which 
therefor he calls the Hereb-Contraé, And 
that God never gave them any Law before 
that Time. 

Country-m. There he ftrangely Forgot him. 
felt! What was the Law of Circumcifon 
given to Abraham their Father, and Enjoin'd 
upon Pain of Death? What was the Lep 
of the Paffover given them by AZofes, the 
Sabbath and feveral other Inflitutions Com. 
manded under fevere Penalties, long before 
the Horeb-Contrat, as he calls it? So that 
it feems: Ged took upon Him to be their 
King, and gave them Laws, without ftaying 
for the Grace of their Eledion !
